NEW YORK—(UP)—Peter Pi- 
rogov,.one of the two Russian 
fliers who deserted their homeland 
and came to America, said yester- 
day he believed his partner would 
“die like a dog” now that he has 


put himself again at the mercy of 


the Soviet Union. 


Pirogov said he felt the Russians 
would have no use for 31-year-old 
Anatol Barsov, who joined Pirogov 
last October in flying a Red Air- 
force plane to U. S. territory and 
who surrendered himself back to 
the Red Army yesterday at a zonal 
border bridge in Austria. 


Barsov got into a “net of Soviet 
spiés”’ in this country, Pirogov told 
a press conference, and became so 
confused that he decided to re. 
turn to Russia. 

*“T believe that within six months 
he will die like a dog,” Pirogov 
Said. 

“I don’t even think the Russians 
will be able to use him now as 
propaganda — to picture him as 
a man disillusioned with America.” 


He said that Barsov had met him. 


in New York late last month and 
offered him money if he would 
tear up his contract with publish- 
ers for whom he is writing his 
life story. 

“I asked -him where he would 
get the money,” Pirogev said. “Bar- 
sov sagi that was none of my bus- 
iness, but five minutes later he 
told me he had been in touch with 
the Soviet Embassy.”

“Three new worthwhile breeds 
of swine have been developed dur- 
ing the past few years from cross- 
bred populations. They are desig- 
nated as Montana No. 1, Minne 
sota No. 1 and Minnesota No. 2. 
The Montana No. 1 was developed 
by the United States Department 
of Agriculture in co-operation with 
the Montana State Agriculture Ex- 
periment Station, 12 years being 
taken to bring the animals to a 
point where they were recognized 
as a new breed. 

“The Minnesota No. 1 and No. 2 
were released 10 and seven years, 
respectively, after they were start- 
ed. This is in contrast-to the 50 
and 100 years required to develop 
the older breeds. 

“In a sense the new breeds are 
‘tailor-made.” The Minnesota No. 
1 and No. 2 are yielding a strong

There is no evidence Gen. Vaughan is 
dishonest and we don’t think he is. But 
testimony reveals him to be a person of 
such distorted values, or perhaps one with 
utter lack of any comprehension of what 
the values should be. Thus he is unfit to 
+ hold the high and intimate position which 
is his. There are undoubtedly men who 
have been corrupted, as we do not helieve 
Gen. Vaughan has, but he has debased his 
position to one of shabby pettiness. So 
he should resign. 

We say it is a typically American story 
because all the fingers in America are 
pointing at Gen. Vaughan. From every 
editorial citadel, from the cubicles of ra- 
dio commentators, and in the letters-to- 
tne-editor columns, the citizens all are 
pointing at Washington. That’s typical. It 
is always easier to poiht to far-off places 
rather than at home. Yet, it isn’t always 
deep freezers. 

How about the many sheriffs and or- 
dinaries in fee counties over the South 
who handle the offices to their own bene- 
fit and without regard to the people? How 
about the sheriffs who charge their own 
counties, their own people, $5 for every 
case brought before the court, including 
multiple charges against one prisoner be- 
cause of a vague law saying the sherift 
Shal) be paid $5 for each appearance in 
court, the intent being every court day. 
What about the buying of county supplies 
without bids and without any recourse at 
all to competition? 

We seem to recall, for example, that 
in- past years commissioners of revenue

in Georgia have received gifts from cer- 
tain sources now under investigation. We 
seem to recall that Revenue Commissioner 
M. E. Thompson received a silver service; 
that before him Commissioner Eugene 
Cook received some gift, and that before 
him others were so honored. There was 
nothing corrupt or hidden. It was like the 
deep freezers—an aboveboard act with 
no strings. 

' Former Revenue Commissioner Phil- 
lips, for example, recently was arrested 
because he had, at his home in a dry 
county, a gift of several cases of liquor. 
Certainly he was engaged in no illegal 
use of the liquor. He had simply taken it 
home when he was deprived of his posi- 
tion in the shift to Downing Musgrove. 
Indeed, we believe the present commis- 
sioner is the only one to realize it would 
be best if he accepted no presents. 

Now there was no corruption intended 
in the offering or acceptance of the pres- 
ents; yet they are exactly comparable with 
Gen. Vaughan’s deep freezers and with 
county purchasing agents who accept gifts 
from grateful sales agents who can sell 
without competition or bids. 

Such practices are common to almost 
all governments, city, county, state and 
national. Many men in office take it for 
they shall be ‘showered with 
“gifts,” and that it is moral and ethical to 
accept them. 

We suggest that Gen. 
is‘one which ought to cause every com- 
munity to subject itself and its office- 
holders to a sort of self-examination of 
the standards of morality prevailing with 
regard to “influence” and to the holding 
of public office.

WASHINGTON—The tribute which the Lower House has just paid Rep. Eugene Cox, of Georgia, 
by electing him to preside over the chamber during the absence of Speaker Sam Rayburn goes deeper 


than appears on the surface. 
and confidence in which he is held by his 


The honors going to him are all the more 
striking in view of his record in the House. 
Judge Cox has been anything but a New Dealer. 
He often found himself at odds with much of 
the legislative program put forward under the 
former New Deal Administration, and he has 
by no means been a blind follower of the so- 
called Fair Deal program advanced under the 
Truman Administration. 


What makes his election as Speaker Pro-tem 
seem all the more of a paradox is the part he 
played in the last Presidential election. He was 
one of the group of Southern members who op- 
posed’ President Truman. 


On the face of things, considering his record, 
he ordinarily would have been one of the last 
men House Democrats would have picked to 
assume the role of Speaker. Yet he was elected 
unanimously to the temporary post without a 
disserting voice being raised against him. 


The reason for this is to be found in the 
strong loyalties Judge Cox has for his friends 
and the reputation for integrity that he has 
built up over the years he has been a mem- 
ber of Congress. Despite his differences 
with party leaders over party policy at times, 
he has come to be one of the most respected 
members of the House. He and Speaker 
Rayburn have been the warmest sort of 
friends for years. As the ranking majority 
member of the powerful Rules Committee 
he long has been recognized as one of the 
most influential members of the House. 


For some years the Rules Committee, while 
the Democrats were in control, has been headed 
by Rep. Adolph Sabath, the 83- -year-old veteran 
from Illinois. But Judge Cox has been given 
credit for running the Committee. He constantly 
has held the whip hand. 


Some observers profess to see another reason 
behind the Georgian’s selection for the signal 
honors.

It was a gloomy morning of fog and dismay 
in Europe 10 years ago today. During the 
night the green-gray legions of Hitler had 

marched into Poland. 


Ten years ago, at this hour, men were dying in sky and on 
earth.

Farm Price Supports Trouble-Bound 


For several years the American people have indulged 
because it has become rather high—several billion dollars’ worth— 


plex. We say “indulged themselves” 


themselves a_ treat-the-farmer-gently com- 


since the United States started stockpiling surpluses of farm procucts nobody else would buy. 


Two billions was the worth of goods in storage 
as of the middle of this month. They were the 
basic commodities—potatoes, cotton, corn, wheat, 
peanuts, and rice—for which Uncle Sam had 
fixed a price, a sum set at. what Government 
economists consider a fair price. They call it 
a parity price. 

So what farmers couldn't sell ona free 
market, they have let the Government take. And 
in many cases the “take” has been terrific. 


Consider the case of potatoes. The na- 
tion was horrified to learn some months ago 
that a bumper potate crop had been dumped 
into Uncle Sam’s lap because the market 
was glutted. The cost last year was $225.- 
000,000. This year it looks like more of the 
same. In a single county in Maine, the 
Government by the end of June had poured 
$64,000,000 into the pockets of potato farm- 
ers.

But it is the exceptions, 
plus the national debt, plus the unbalanced 
budget, that is beginning to stir demons in the 
American conscience and demand a reappraisal 
of the price suppoft concept. 

Price supports were conceived to 


Keep the 


farmer from losing his year’s labors and in- 
vestment if prices skidded disastrously. But 
great surpluses have become a burden on the 
Government, which was forced to accept the 
glut at a good price. Planting controls have 
failed to help greatly either because of imper- 
fections which permitted high production, or be 
cause they were not low enough in the first 
place. 

The effect on the consumer has been that 
support prices have kept the ultimate price of 
commodities high at the market level. 


Senate Democratic Leader Scott Lucas, 
of Dlinois, himself has forecast the down- 
fall of price supports unless the Government 
acts at once toe eliminate every possibility 
of impropriety in payments. 


The farmer is fortunate in that he may raise 
his own food, thereby eliminating his urban 
cousins’ greatest cost-of-living expense. Price 
supports were conceived to give him dollars to 
buy machinery, to retire’his mortgage; and to 
improve his living standard. But price supports 
cannot be maintained—certainly not at their 
present level—on the Government's deficit spend- 
ing. Economy is the theme, and farm spending 
must follow the trend.

A common 
example is the hold-up play at 
No Trump made for the pur- 
pose of exhausting the leader’s 
partner of that suit, but it may 
also be employed with profit-at 
suit contracts. 

A neat variation of this tech- 
nique occurs when declarer 
holds a long side suit containing 
some high card winners and 
some low card losers which 
must be ruffed in dummy. The 
less experienced plaver has a 
tendency to cash the winners 
first and then start the process 
of ruffing his losers in dummy. 
This subjects him to the danger 
of an over-ruff since sooner or 
later one of the adversaries will 
have run out of the suit. It is 
usually sound play to ruff the 
losers first, retaining the high 
cards until after enemy trumps 
have been extracted when they 
may be’cashed with safety. An 
illustration is provided in today’s 
hand. 

The final contract of six 
hearts is quite sound and against 
any normal break of the cards 
should be a virtual “laydown.” 
There are numerous ways to 
bid the hand and North must 
exercise a certain amoun: of 
caution. While the void of spades 
is a very attractive feature of 
the hand, nevertheless there is 
danger that the asset might be 
a duplication of values if part- 
ner happens to have some high 
cards én that suit. It is for this 
reason that it would be poor 
strategy to make an immediate 
jump shift to three clubs, for 
which bid North has not suffi- 
cient high card values. It is an 
ideal hand with which to make 
a cue bid in spades if the 
opponents are kind enough to
